Cleveland’s Anti-Silver Letter Was 
Not Endorsed, 


FLOWER WILL GET THE NOMINATION. 


The Contesting Delegates Bach Allowed 
Halfa Vote—Tammany Gets Full Rep- 
resentation—The Platform. 


SARATOGA, September 15.—The democratic 
convention was called to order at noon. 
George Raines, of Rochester, was chosen 
temporary chairman, and began his address. 
When Raines referred to Governor Hill, and 
the governor’s utterance, ‘I am a “democrat,” . 
the convention raised its first cheer, and it was 
a cheer of vigor and duration. The speaker, 
during the course of his remarks, paid a grace- 
ful and hearty tribute to Fassett’s private life 
and domestic relations, and he was heartily 
applauded by the entire body of the conven- | 
tion. Therollof the convention was then 
cailed to allow contesting delegates to present 
their papers. 

Roll call was finished at 1 o’clock p. m., and 
a recess for five minutes was taken to allow 
delegates in congressional distmcts an oppor- 
tunity toconferand select their representa- 
tives on the committees. 

After recess Mr. Voorhees, of New York, 
protested, in behalf the New York democracy, 
against Tammany delegations in every as- 
sembly district in New York. 

Mr. Jackson also presented the protest of 
the county democracy. 

Among the many resolutions handed up fer 
reference to the resolution committee was this! 

„Resolved, That this convention commend

In the Interest of Peace. 

There has been a long conference this after- 
noon and evening in the headquarters of the 
state committee at the Grand Union hotel, 
between Murphy, Croker and others. Efforts 
have been made to reconcile the county dem- 
ocrats and to secure them representation less 
than that which has heretofore been theirs by 
precedent.. The counties declare they will 
accept nothing less than what belongs to them. 
Propositions and counter propositions have 
passed between the ..eadquarters of the state 
committee and the county democrats, but és 
yet nothing has been accomplished. 

About 7 o’clock tonight a rumor was spread 
that some other candidate would be placed on 
the state ticketin the place of Flower. 

John J. Martin, an officer of the Citizom 
Alliance, of New_York, said he would not beg 
at all surprised if the ticket was broken. It 
looks tonight,“ he said, as if there would be 
a possibility of the nomination going to Hill 
after all. There seems to evi- 
dence that something must be done to 
unify the discordant elements in the conven- 
tion,“ 

The Slate May Be Broken. 

The talk around is that the slate now pro- 

posed will be broken. 
In spite of the rumors afloat, there is no good 
reason to doubt that Flower will be nominated 
on the first ballot. His friends say that he will 
have the vote of every delegate except those 
from Kings county, who will give a compli- 
mentary vote to Chapin. The county demo- 
crats persist in their course, and demand their 
full representation. 

Ex-Assistant District Attorney John W. 
Goff said tonight that he knew of no second 
convention ahead. The counties and other 
contesting delegations in the state are canvass- 
ing together, and maintain a mysterious re- 
serve. They willnot disclose their purposes 
until after*the committee on credentials hands 
in its report. 

O. H. Gallahue, chairman of the Workman’s 
Reform League of New York, is here with ten 
men representing the Citizens’ and Farmers’ 
Alliance and other labor men at large. They 
will seek to prevent any plank being put in the 
platform which shall look toa reduction of 
interest rates on deposits. 

How Contests Will Be Heard. 

The committee on contested seats met at 4 
o’clock this afternoon and decided to hear all 
contests before any decision shall be rendered. 
It also decided to take up all other contests 
before those of New York city. There are 
contests in fonrteen assembly districts outside 
of New York city. 

Fixing a Platform. 

Thecommittee on platform adjourned at 9 
o’clock this evening, leaving the subcommittee 
to proceed with the work. The stumbling 
block that the committee has run against is 
the silver question. A good manyof the 
members are fighting shy of the matter. Some 
favor leaving it alone altogether. It is safe 
to say that the plank dealing with the 
silver question is going to give the committee 
more annoyance and trouble than any other. 
One member said that the first draft of the res- 
olution had been met by proposal after pro- 
posal amending it, representing all shades of 
opinion on the silver question.

The names öf the mn to be slec- 
ted directors have not been made public, but 
there is a rumor that Russell Sage will be one 
ot them. This lends color to the rumor that 
Jay Gould had been induced to invest largely 
in the company's securities. The directors 
and officers of the company are silent as to 
their intentions, and the names of the new 
directors will probably not be known until 
they are elected and accept. The Gould- 
Sage rumor is not generally credited on Wall 
street. 

The affairs of the Richmond Terminal are 
in far better shape than those of.the Union 
Pacific, which has just carried through a 
scheme to fund $20,000,000 of floating debt, 
and Wall street tinanciers say the Terminal 
deal ought to go through without a hitch. 


WORK OF THE FLAMES. 


Destruction of the Old Commercial Adver- 
tiser Building in New York. 

New York, September 15.—Fire broke out 
in the old Commercial Advertiser building, on 
the southwest corner of Fulton and Nassau 
streets, at 9:15 o’clock this morning. In 
fifteen minutes the fire had gained such head- 
way as to be beyond control. The flames were 
seen first to burst from the windows on the 
second floor, occupied by Gibbs’s tailoring 
establishment. There were many people in 
the building, and some had to slide down the 
fire escapes for life through the dense smoke. 
It is believed all escaped. Dense clouds of 
black smoke rolled up from the fire, attracting 
crowds of people, who filled the streets and 
surged madly into Fulton street, giving the 

olice all they could do to keep the space clear 
or the firemen. 
Falling of the Walls. 

At 10:35 o’clock the outer walls of the entire 
Fulton street front fell with acrash, and so 
great was the concussion that windows were 
shattered in the Bennett building, but no one 
was injured. 

The total loss on stock and building is esti- 
mated at $400,000, most of which is insured. 
This incl $80,000 on the stock of Ira 
Perego, gentiemen’s furnishing goods dealer. 
So far as can be learned, only two persons were 
injured at the fire. They are William Wil- 

, tailor, who injured his ankle while drop- 
pihg from a fire escape, and Samuel Roxbury, 
engineer, whose arms were burned. 

ther estimates place the loss between five 
hundred and seven hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars. A lot of loose diamonds, which were 
on the tables of diamond workers in the build- 
ing, were lost. They were valued at several 
thousand dollars. 

Among the heroic acts at the fire was one 
by letter carrier No. 1,364, who extracted the 
mail from the letter box in front of the build- 
ing. When the front wall of the building fell 
out, not only the letter box, but the lamp post 
on which it hung. was demolished. 

Douglass Taylor, a printer, who occupied 
the third floor of Nos. 87 and 89 Nassau street, 
stated this afternoon that he had stock and 
material valued at $50,000, but that on account 
of the unsafe condition of the building, he 
could only obtain seventeen thousand dollars 
worth of in urance. He had fifty men em- 
ployed, but he believes that they all got out 
safely.

ROPE MAY HOLD HIM. | 


A Brutal Hulatto Arrested for Attempt- 
ing an Assault 


UPON A YOUNG LADY IN VIRGINIA, 


He Denies the Charge, But There 
Is Great Excitement. 


A TRAGEDY IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 


A Man Steals a Church Bell and Resists 
Arrest—The Arresting Officer 
Shoots Him Down. 


CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., September 15.— 
Hunter Duval, a bright mulatto, was arrested 
late yesterday afternoon, charged with at- 
tempted assault on a young married lady while 
she, in company with six other ladies, was pass- 
ing through the grounds of the University of 
Virginia about 11 o’clock Saturday night. The 
lady in question is from a distant state, and is 
visiting friends at the university. The scene 
of the attempt was in a spot overhung with a 
dense growth of trees and vines. 

The loud screams of the lady and the ap- 
proach of the rest of the party frightened the 
negro off, and he made his escape. The lady 
says she fully identifies Duval as her assailant. 
His examination was to have been held this 
morning, but was postponed until tomorrow. 
The accused says he can prove an alibi. There 
is a good deal of excitement here and at the 
university. The facts were only today made 
known. 


SHOT IN THE BAGK. 


A Constable Kills the Man He Went to 
Arrest. 

CHartotTTs, N. C., September 15.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Mr. William McKee, a young white 
man of Clear Creek township, in this county, 
was this morning shot and instantly killed by 
Constable Phillips. The evidence in the case 
is very meager, but the facts are that the con- 
stable went to McKee’s. house to arrest him. 
Instead he shot McKee in the back and killed 
him. 

Mr. J. Conley, uncle to McKee, came 
to the city about 2 o’clock this afternoon 
and reported the killing. He went 
before Esquire H. O. Severs 
and swore out a warrant for the arrest of Phil- 
lips, which was placed in the hands of Sheriff 
Smith. The sheriff, coroner and county phy- 
sician left for McKee’s home this afternoon. 
News brought to town in regard to the affair 
is that a bell stolen from a church over a year 
ago had been found in McKee’s possession. Con- 
stable Phillips went to McKee’s house with a 


warrant for his arrest. The constable claims 
that McKee resisted and that he shot McKee 


in self defense: The bullet entered McKee’s 
back, killing him instantly.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., September 15.—[8 
cial. Two important bills became laws y 
by their passage in the senate. One of them 
makes it a felony to interfere with state con- 
victsin any way, punishable by from one to 
seven years’ imprisonment. The other com- 
pels employers to settle with employes as often 
as every thirty days, in legal tender. The 
senate also passed the penitentiary bill, which 
has yet to pass the house. It provides for a 
commission to select a site and plans and 
have charge of the building. The cost is 
limited to $320,000. Eighty thousand per 
annum is appropriated, and to meet the in- 
creased expensés taxation is raised 24 cents on 
the hundred dollars. By a vote of 59 to 26 the 
house tabled Mr. Davis’s bill repealing the 
law authorizing the leasing of the peniten- 


tiary.

CHATTANOOGA, September 15.—A_ special 
from New York to The Times says the Chatta- 
nooga Union railway has surely sold a con- 
trolling interest, over five hundred thousand 
dollars par value, belonging principally to C. 
E. James, president, and about ono hundred 
thousand dollars to F. R. Pemberton. The 
buyers were Sam Thomas, President Felton, 
James Swann and Calvin S. Brice, re nt- 
ing the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
railway.

nessee, Virginia and Georgia Railway Com- 
pany, and they are now the owners of Chatta- 
nooga’s great Belt railroad. The compan 
was organized with local capital in 1886, — 
has rapidly grown with the whole eity until 
now it has about fifty miles of tracks and runs 
120 daily suburban trains.

The colonel then handled the bonded system 
without gloves, showing how they were kept, 
and replaced when lost, and were exempt from 
taxation.

Bailiff Wortham made the arrest, and he 
doesn’t doubt that he has one of the villains 
who caused the horrible destruction of life and 
property. 

For several days the man has been skulking 
around in Oconee county, sticking to the 
woods most of the time, but seen around this 
place about nightfall. He was sucha tough- 
looking character that the officers became 
watchful, and this morning Bailiff Wortham 
ran upon him in the western portion of the 
county. 

He was promptly arrested and brought here. 

On the way the bailiff mentioned in some 


manner the Statesville wreck. 
\ Instantly the prisoner turned, and asked: 

„Was the conductor killed?“ 

„es, answered Wortham, “and twenty- 
three other people.“ 

Turning his head, and covering part of his 
face with his hand, the.prisoner tried to hide a 
horrible smile. 

A paper containing an account of the catas- 
trophe was shown him as soon as the bailiff’s 
home was reached. The tramp sat down and 
read the article from inning to end. 

His relish was evident, and often he grinned 
as the description came out. 

The bailiff soon reached this place and told 
the story of the man’s interestin the railroad 
wreck. Sheriff Overby went to him and 
questioned him. The fellow had become

Stirri Appeal forthe Preser- 
vation of Democracy 
and Liberty. 


Rome, Ga., September 15.—[Special.]— 
Today has been a great day for Summerville. 
From twelve hundred to fifteen hundred of 
the sturdy yeomanry of Chattooga county left 
their homes with the rising sun and filled the 
streets of Summerville. The political speaking 
was unusually good. , 

Judge Milner gave time for the political 
gathering inthe courthouse. The courthouse 
filled to overflowing long before the hour, and 
many there were who could not get in. 

At 12:45 o’clock County Lecturer Weaver, 
of the alliance, introduced Hon. Seaborn 
Wright, of Rome. As Mr. Wrignt took the 
stand he was greeted with much applause. 

“I don’t know a bull tongue from a scooter,” 
said Mr. Wright. ‘I never was a farmer, and 
I don’t propose to be one. I don’t want to get 
in a business where the people are robbed; 
robbed for the last thirty years by the govern- 
ment which shouid have protected zhem. 
For those years the government was 
in the hands of the _ republican 
party.

Armed Hirelings Invade a State. 

A special to The New York World states 
that the Marmet Mining Company has 
brought sixty armed men from Cincinnati to 
its mines in Putnam county, West Virginia, 
to protect non-union and ‘‘scab’’ miners. 

It is said that heretofore the people of 
West Virginia have been on the side of the 
company, but they are naturally indignant 
over this invasion of the state by a gang of 
hirelings armed with Winchesters. Only a 
few days ago the governor refused to order 
out soldiers to protect the company’s inter- 
ests, and this would seem to indicate that 
there is no necessity for the presence of an 
armed force. 

This invasion is against the laws of the 
state, and there is a strong feeling in favor 
of driving out the interlopers. Up to this 
time the striking miners have been quiet, 
and it is impossible to explain the action of 
the company, except upon the supposition 
that it is preparing to introduce negro 
miners to the exclusion of the whites. 

There has been too much of this lawless 
violence on the part of corporations in the 
northern states. They have no right under 
our government to organize small armies to 
do their black and bloody work. The Mar- 
met company is arrayed against the govern- 
ment and the people of West Virginia in 
this outrage, and if the state authorities do 
not take prompt action the people in the 

vieinity of the mines cannot be blamed if 
they get rid of the intruders with all possible 
dispatch. . The dwellers in that region are 
expert riflemen, and they now have game in 
view well worth their best marksmanship, 
Bloodshed is a bad thing at all times, but if 
a little of it will scatter the imported out- 
laws at the Marmet mine, very few good citi- 
tens will condemn it.

The truth is we have as many great men 
as we ever had, but the spread of education 
has made it difficult for a few men to loom 
up like giants above their fellows. The ed- 
ucation of the few produces what the masses 
call great men, while the education of the 
fhany changes the old standard of greatness, 
and leaves us looking about for something 
that we can hardly define. 

This is an age of business—of material 
progress. The brightest men in the south 
are hard at work building towns and rail- 
roads, developing mines, pushing their com- 
merce and industries, and yet in politics and 
in literature, in science and in art, they are 
going forward all the time.

In the meantime, before 
the emergency arrives, he will utilize his 
time and talent to the best advantage, seek- 
ing to promote the general prosperity, and 
not forgetting his own. 

But our Charleston contemporary evi- 
dently longs fora phenomenal genius who 
is capable of setting the river on fire, Well, 
we don’t need him. Meteors, sky-rockets 
and conflagrations are not wanted. We are 
better off without them. 


John Sherman asa Fraud. 

The mugwump organs of the east, and the 
republican organs of all sections, are making 
a great to-do over John Sherman’s anti- 
silver speeches in Ohio.

He Shows How Rates Have Been 


i. 


Reduced by the Recent Leases. 


Mr. Sol Haas appeared before the committee 
for the investigation of freight rates yesterday 
afternoon. He had with him a number of rate 
sheets showing the rates as they existed before 
the lease of the Central railroad to the Georgia 
Pacific, and the rates as they will exist under 
that lease. He brought out some very start- 
ling figures. 

It appears from them that the rate from At- 
lanta to Hartwell, even on a branch road in 
the extreme eastern part of the state, will be 
reduced from $1.21 first class, to $1, and that 
the rates on bacon and bulk meat will be re- 
duced from 50 cents 10 41 cents; that the rate 
on flour in barrels trom 71 to 52 cents. Mr. 
Haas showed that the rates from all points on 
the Central road to all points on the Georgia 
Pacific and Richmond and Danville, and from 
all points on the Richmond and Danville to all 
points on the Georgia Pacific and the Central 
bad been greatly reduced, the average being 
from 20 to 25 per cent. 

A striking part of the rate sheet was one 
made up from Forsyth to points on the Rich- 
mond and Danville and Georgia Pacific show- 
ing avery great reduction. On sixth-class 
factory products showing that the reduction of 
freights from Forsyth to Douglasville was 
from 30 to 21 cents; to Gainesville from 33 to 
23 cents, and so on through the whole list. 

Mr. Haas was very emphatic in his testi- 
mony that the direct result of this lease was 
to reduce the general average of freight rates 
in the state. In answer to questions from Mr. 
Berner, Mr. Haas showed that under the long 
and short haul clause, if a road was separated 
into long, continuous lines, and the long and 
short haul clause of the interstate commission 
strictly enforced, that only the points on the 
main lines would receive any benefit; 
whereas, under the combination of the 
Central with the Richmond and Danville, 
that even the most distant points (taking 
Hartwell again as an illustration, situated at 
the extreme end of a small branch road) 
would get a benefit of the reduction of rates. 

In reply to a question from Mr. Calhoun, 
Mr. Haas testitied that he had been for many 
years identified with railroading; that he 
knew that consolidations had the tendency to 
reduce rates and that the Terminal combina- 
tion, with which he was particularly familiar, 
had had the effect to reduce rates; that the re- 
duction had already been very great, and 
when the rates of the two systems had been 
fully and completely readjusted that the re- 
duction would be even greater. 


ANOTHER SCHOOLHOUSE. 


The Old Gartrell Homestead to Be Con- 
verted Into a School. 


The urgent demand for another public 
school building caused the board of education 
to act decisively. 

The fact that four or five hundred children 
were clamoring for admission into the schools 
and could not be accommodated, was deemed 
too serious a matter for delay. 

So the committee on school buildings, with 
Mr. D. A. Beattie at its head, was empowered 
toact, and the committee has acted with 
celerity. 

Yesterday morning it was definitely de- 
termined that the old Gartrell homestead, on 
Decatur street, immediately opposite the 
cemetery, was the only available piece of 
property procurable. So the committee re- 
solved that it should be converted into a 
schoolhouse. At once a force of carpenters 
will start to work to make the necessary al- 
terations. In a very short time it will be a 
complete schoolhouse, capable of seating a 
considerable number of school children. 

Applicants continue to beseige Superin- 
tendent Slaton's office. Yesterday afternoon 
he signed certificate No. 2,152. 

The teachers are doing their best to give 
seats to all the children that hold admission 
tickets, but they are not able to do so in all 
cases. 

Patience! Have patience,“ says Superin- 
tendent Slaton to all impatient parents who 
are angry because their children cannot imme- 
diatly get into the schools. 

We are doing all that mortal men can do 
to get over the difficulties which embarrass us, 
and are succeeding; but time is needed to ac- 
888 our object, which is that every school 
child in Atlanta shall have a place in one of 
the public schools,“ Superintendent Slaton 
says. 


THE SUIT DISMISSED. 


The Last of a Damage Suit Brought by 
the Late James Johnson. 

A sensational and interesting damage suit 
was tried yesterday before Judge Van Epps of 
the city court, in which the late James John- 
son was plaintiff and Messrs J. H. Atkinson, 
W. H. Inman and E. C. Peters were defend- 
ants. 

The cause of complaint was that the defend- 
ants wrongfully dispossessed the plaintiff, Mr. 
James Johnson, now deceased, from the pos- 
session of a room in the building on the north- 
east corner of Broad and Alabama streets in 
which he was running a bar in April of last 
year— Mr. Johnson claiming a lease and the de- 
fendants, who are the the owners of the build- 
ing, disputing it. 

The landlords caused the writ of dis 
sion to be issued and the sheriff under it tooka 
force of hands and boxed Mr. Johnson’s effects 
and moved them out into the street, 
as will remembered, and in 
a short time thereafter, through 
his attorneys, Messrs. Arnold & Arnold and 
Mr, Charles D. Hill, Mr. Johnson brought 
suit for $10,000 damages against the gentlemen 
named as defendants. 

The case was called for trial about noon, and 
Mr. Morris Brandon, of the firm of Read & 
Brandon, representing the defendants, pre- 
sented a demurrer to the plaintiff’s declara- 
tions. After the lawyers had consumed sev- 
eral hours in arguing the case, the court sus- 
tained Mr. Brandon’s demurrer, though in the 
outset the judge stated he was the other way. 

After the court made this ruling, the effect 
of which was a complete victory for the de- 
fendants on the pleadings as filed, the plain- 
tiff’s attorneys stated to the court they would 
dismiss the case, which was done.

The exposition rate has been fixed. It was 
announced by Commissioner Slaughter yes- 
terday. 

The rate as announced is as follows: 

Regular excursion rates made on the basis 
of 3} cents per mile round trip from all points 
in Georgia, Florida, Alabama, South Caro.ina 
and Tennessee. From all points outside of 
these states and on two days of each week, the 
above rate will be made. a 

A special excursion will be run from all 
points within a radius of 300 miles of Atlanta 
on two days of each week at 1 cent per mile. 
This will be on Tuesdays and Thursdays. 

On Wednesdays of each week arate of 14 
cents per mile will be made from all points 
within a radius of fifty miles of Atlanta. 

Tickets sold at the one-cent-per-mile rate 
will be good for five days. Commissioner 
Slaughter has not fixed the limit for the 
others. 

Commissioner Slaughter said yesterday that 
he was conferring with other passenger asso- 
ciations north of the Ohio and west of the 
Mississippi river to arrange a rate of one fare 
for the round trip. In case this arrangement 


is made such tickets will be sold on one day in 


each week, and will be good for thirty days. 

It is quite likely that this will be agreed to 
by the passenger associations interested. 

A committee from the directors of the Pied- 
mont exposition called on Commissioner 
Slaughter yesterday to urge the fixing of as 
low a rate as possible and to ask for the 1}- 
cent rate on Wednesday, from points not 
more than fifty miles distant.
